Where the threads are 
far apart, (i. e., between stations,) the cars also 
draw apart; where the threads are close together, 
ad. e, at stations,) the cars also draw together. 
And the original spacing is so arranged that while 
passing the station platforms, (which, according to 
Mr. Lewis, need not be over fifty feet long, to make 
possible the use of the system at its highest capacity, 
28,000 per hour in one direction,) the cars are so 
close to each other as to be practically continuous. 
The speed of the cars at that time being about three 
miJes per hour, the designers say the pitch of the 
screw and the rate of the driving shafts may be 
s0 arranged that between stations one-quarter of a 
mile apart the maximum speed will be twenty-one 
miles per hour and the average speed sixteen miles 
an hour. Of course, the variation of pitch of the 
screw thread on the shafts are nicely adjusted, to 
produce the proper degree of acceleration after 
leaving a station and of retardation approaching 
the next station. The designers admit here that an 
ordinary screw of close pitch and nut engagement 
(as used in a monkey wrench) is a very inefficient 
mechanical device for the transmission of power, 
but they say that their apparently heavy but hollow 
shafts of large diameter permit such an arrange- 
ment of pitch that the roller engagements of the 
cars touching the thread at a point only roll easily 
along the incline, while the shafts themselves run 
with little friction upon their bearings—that they 
furnish, in short, a very efficient devicd, transmit- 
ting something like 90 per cent. of the power. They

New Wireless Invention 


EWS comes from Paris that M. Edouard Bran- 

ly, who is generally credited in France with 
having been the real inventor of wireless 
telegraphy, has just patented an important 
improvement by which interception of mes- 
sages will be rendered impossible, except by a 
special apparatus. At present, M. Branly states, it 
is a popular delusion to imagine that wireless teleg- 
raphy could render any service in time of war across 
country or seas held by an enemy. The latter can, 
with the gregtest ease, either intercept messages or 
so disturb their transmission as to render them 
incomprehensible. 

M. Branly asserts that his new apparatus insures 
for a given set of electric waves complete immunity 
from accidental interference of other waves. But at 
the same time it will always be possible in time of 
war to disturb messages willfully, even when sent off 
by his new appliance. He says that no wireless 
telegraph system known is proof against interference 
if & special mechanism giving out waves uninter- 
ruptedly be used to that end. His final conclusion 
is that for war purposes on land or at sea, the 
“usefulness of wireless telegraphy would be illusory.” 
An Admiral said to him, “‘ Don’t say so, at any rate,” 
but M. Branly, on the contrary, believes that it is 
right that the truth should be known.

point out also that, whereas all the kinetic energy— 
headway of an ordinary fast moving train is lost 
in slowing down by means of brakes, (to say nothing 
of wear and tear upon wheels and rails,) much of 
the energy or headway which their cars take from the 
screw shafts during the periods of acceleration of 
speed is returned to the shaft during the correspond- 
ing periods of retardation of speed. For the shaft 
is not only motive but brake, and the effect of its 
action as brake upon the cars with headway is to 


reinforce its own rotary motion. 
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That point brings up, of course, other considera- 
tlons. The spaces between the cars being fixed by 
the number of threads between the engagement of 
the forward axle of one car with the shaft and the 
engagement of the forward axle of the next car 
with the same shaft, (see the cut above,) and these 
intervals being so arranged as to bring the cars 
nearly but not quite together at the stations, where 
the threads are closest, collisions are impossible, ex- 
cept in cases where the engaging arms are broken. 
Naturally, signals are dispensed with, and many at- 
tendants, since no motormen are required nor guards 
to open and shut doors. All the engineering is done 
from the power house which drives the shafts. 

The inventors of this Adkins-Lewis system, by 
the way, explain that the shafts on either side are 
to be covered by a continuous platform, fitting close 
to the sides of the cars, so that in case of accident 
passengers will not fall among the machinery, but 
can walk safely to the next station. At the stations 
also they propose to have platforms on either side, 
so that ingress and egress to the cars—which is a 
mere matter of stepping on and sitting down, or 
getting up and stepping off—will be facilitated. 
That will spare not only the present unseemly push-

In London the dust bin 
is a tightly inclosed portion of the areaway, the 
door of which is opened every day for the storing 
away of rubbish. If one lives in a flat one is sup- 
plied with a dust can, or, rather, I should say, one 
supplies one’s self with one, for London landlords 
supply nothing. 

Now, these dust bins, according to city regula- 
tions, are emptied once a week at the city’s expense, 
but at the same time if you neglect to fee the dust- 
man liberally, he is always forgetting your dust bin, 
50 you cannot feel that even the weekly emptying is 
without expense.

In the 
cheap places of the latter city the egg-besmeared 
fork, the spotted plate, and the foggy coffee cups are 
a general thing. In New York one finds them occa- 
sionally, but not generally. Indeed, the whole mat- 
ter of dishwashing as it is carried on in this country 
is one deserving of the careful study of the visitor 
from other lands. Water, water everywhere you 
have in an unlimited supply at such a nominal cost 
as to make a striking contrast to every other great 
city in the world. Who minds if you wash your 
dishes in four waters, and in laundering your linen 
you pass it through seven? No city officer comes 
prying through your home at the very time when he 
knows you most likely to be entertaining visitors or 
on a shopping expedition to discover if you have 
dared to put an extra bathtub in your home, as is 
done in London.

Hitherto want of water has curtailed the develop- 
ment of the wonderful Kougerok district,-into which 
Prof. A. J. Stone went this season in the employ of 
ditch capitalists. Prof. Stone is credited with know- 
ing more of the life of Alaskan animals than any 
other authority.

It is a great work the Department of Health Is 
doing in imparting to the masses knowledge regard- 
ing the most widespread and fatal disease occurring 
in this city. For a number of years the department 
has been earnestly engaged in the study of tubercu- 
losis. On Feb. 13, 1894, resolutions were passed de- 
signed to assist in accomplishing its aims for the 
suppression of the disease. In order more firmly 
stablish and extend the work carrie under 
resolution, on Jan 9, 1897, an idment to 
Sanitary Code was adopted declaring pulmonary tu- 
berculosis an infectious and communicable disease, 
dangerous to the public health. 

The publication of this amendment accomplished 
two distinct missions—namely, it aided in preventing 
the extension of pulmonary tuberculosis, and also 
promoted the recovery of those already stricken with 
the disease. Although all cases of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis occurring in New York are registered at the 
Department of Health, yet in no instance are visits 
made to private cases by Inspectors of the depart- 
ment, unless the patient lives in a tenement house or 
lodging house. But in private cases the attending 
physician is notified that once a year he should by 
letter inform the department whether the patient is
